PuILaADELrcia, March 13 —Dr. K. P. Strit 
metter slapped his hand en a desk in the 
ceroner’s off.ce, saying: ‘‘I’ll dissect that body 
if 1 have to steal it from the grave.’’ e re- 
) ferred to the body of little Peter Mobr, who 
died on *“Sunday night. Mohr had been 
known fer years among the neighbors as the 
“blue ch7id.”’ He had lived for tweive years 
with an muperfect heart circtilation, and his 
case had attracted wide interest among 
medicaimen. His disease had the effect of 
rendering the skin blue. The doctor had de- 
voted much of his attention to the boy and 
claims to have extractet’ a promise from his 
parents to make a post-mortem examination 
of the boy’s body. Last summer the little 
fellow overheard a conversation between two 
doctorson the subject.of dissection, and he 
was imbued with a dread of death. He 
seemed to know that he couid not live long 
and often pleaded with his ‘mother to see 
that his body was kept from the doctors. 
Oa Sunday night heesked to sleep with his 
momher. During the night he cailed for 
a deink of water, and soon after was attacked 
by a slight hemorrkege of the lungs. ““Mam- 
ma,’ he said, presently raising himself on 
his elbow, ‘“‘don’t let them eut me open.’’ 
The eflort was too much for his little strength 
god he sank back on the-pillow dead 

‘“he child’s death is thought to have re- 
suited from hemerrhage of the lungs and not 
from cyanosis. When Dr. Stritmatter asked 
for the body of the child he was refused. He 
(nen applied to the coroner, who also refused 
tc allow the body to be mutilated.

Mayor Harrison Uemes Ont Bquarcly for the Sage 
of Gramercy.

Cuicaco, March 13.—Mayor Harrison de- 
“lared himself yesterday in favor of Tilden’s 
reelection to the presidency. He said: ‘Mr. 
Tilden was elected in 1876. He had over half 
amillion majerity of the popular vote, and 
he had the majority of the electoral votes. 
Sat he was counted out. There is a feeling 
not only among tbe democracy of the 
country but alse among the fair-minded re- 
mublicans, that these are facts and that he 
vught to have been counted in. That feeling 
is so strong thet the democrats want to nemi- 
nate him again, and won’t take any persgui’s 
put his own statement that he won’t accept. 
If the nominaticn comes to him, and he feels 
that hecannet accepi safely to his health, 
he’Ii decide then and there. If he feeis that 
he may accept and will accept, I have confi- 
dence enough ig his own Opinion to believe 
that he will live out his term. He has as 
good a chance to live five years longer 
}as any other man of his age. He has a pal- 
gied hand and be has a threat affection that 
has prevented bim from speaking ina load 
‘one. But bis head is clear asit ever was, 
aud his general bealthis as good as it has 
been foranumber of years, Therefore, i 
am for offering to him the nomination, and 
siving him the chance to deline it if he 
wants to, and if be does not deciine but ac- 
cepts, we will elect bim, and, if we elect 
him, we will count him in and he will be 
installed; 1876 c¢annot be repeated dur- 
ing thiscentury.”’

The Passage ofthe Bi fer the HReilct of Fitzjohn 
Porter. 

Wasernctronx, March 13 —In thesenate, Mr. 
Harrison, from the committee on territories, 
reported favorably and had placed on the 
te ey a bill for the admission of Dakota, 
Mr. Plumb submitted a joint reso.ution, 
which was referred to the committee on agri- 
culture, appropriating $25,000, to bemore im- 
j mediately available, under the direction ofthe 
i committee of agriculture, for the suppression 
| of the feet and mouth disease among cattle 


in ‘Kansas. Within a few minutes 
after the reference, Mr. Plumb, 
from the committee, reported 


the joint resolution favorably, and asked its 
immediate consideration. Mr. Thurman 
objected to the resolution. Hesaid: “AsI 
believe that the object of that resolution will 
be best accomplished by the passage of the 
house bill, the pleuro-pneumonia bill, I will 
object for the present, and hope that the 
house bill may be taken up and passed as 
quickly as possible.’ The resolution accord- 
ingly went over. Mr. Plumb gave notice 
that he would call up the resolution to. 
morrow. 
THE PITZJOHN PORTER DEBATE, 

Mr. Sewell called up the Fifzjohn Porter 
bill. Before the morning hour had proceed- 
ed beyond 12:30 p. m. Mr. Miller, of New 
York, said the senate had yesterday put aside 
important peblic business to take up this bill 
for private relief. He moved to lay Mr. Sew- 
ell’s motion on the table, but withdrew the 
motion in order to expedite business, and 
permitted a vote to be taken on Mr. Seweli’s 
motion. The senate agreed to take up the 
bill. 

Mr. Manéerson then took the floor. Many 
enrinent men. he said, had considered this 
case. He could therefore not expect to add 
anything to the information of the senate on 
the subject. Through war and through 
peace, the claimant had insisted thathe had 
been harshly treated. If aman at sea were 
struggling with the waves, how was it possi- 
ble for those who looked on not to feel an 
interest in his'tate? Let the observer of the 
contest ‘before the senate be ever so 
indifferent he could not avoid feeling 
interest inthe subject. Nothing would give 
Mr. Mancerson more pleasure than to beable 
to say to the man most interested in the Dill 
before the senate: ‘You have been greatly 
wronged. Take your full reparation.” If 
he could do that he would not stop with 
half-way reparation of this bill. He would 
give hia: the full righting of his wrongs. 
We ox ght not be able to re- 
store to him the years that 
were past, but the high honors and emolu- 
ments should be his. Mr. Manderson under- 
stood the claim to be that on fvil examination 
no fault gould be found with the conduct of 
General itziobn Porter. He had _ not 
examined until recently tbe report and pro- 
ceedings of the courtmartial that tried General 
Porter. ‘He had read Generali’ Grant’s paper 
in the “lorth American Jleview, and that 
with other reading had: aroused’ in hima 
sympativy and interest in the case. He jfelt 
tbat it was his duty then to examine tbe 
matter thoroughly, and he was sorry to be 
compellee to say that from the examination 
he had given the case; whether this 
be a case of judicial review or 
the exercise of clemency, he felt bound to 
yote “no” on this bill. The bill asked that 
congress should set aside the verdict of the 
court martial. To review ard set aside a 
decision of one of the highest of triburals, 
{ was a most dangereus precedert. It had be- 
come the fashion, iu these piping times of 
peace, to sneer at acourt martial, yet that 
body was more nearly the ury of his 
peers than an accused man could 
possibly have under any other <:rcumstances., 
for its members were lis brother officers. No 
less a person than the president.of the U nited 
States was tke tinal court of appeals, and who 
was it that reviewed the findings and desi- 
sium of the eourt martial in the case of &en- 
eral Porters It had been the honest, cleer- 
headed, judicial-minded, merciful man, 
Abraham Lincoln. This bill was a restraint 
upon the praner independence of the execu- 
tive. Ifa case should come to tkis senate ag 
on original grmoposition, on the , ‘findings of 
the court martial, and congress sould take 
to itself te review the record and let the 
prisoner go, the advocates of this ill would 
stand eghast. Mr. Mamderson, iad for 2 
years, as a jasryer, seen cases go courts of 
appeal, and sometimes his client's cases had 
gone against him. Ifthe precedeat was to 
be ect here ofa review by congrese of the 
work ofthe other departments of ¢he gov- 
ernment, why shoxwld he not bring before 
congress the cases of those unfortunate cli- 
ents, that congress.may set aside the verdict 
of the jury andthe decision of the caznrt of 
appeals?

VINRICTLVE LOGAN,

He had known of a similar case of injustice 
in the confederate army, when Jackson to'd 
Garnett that he must go to the rear and suf 
fer arrest for disobedienee of orders, but 
Garnett was restored within a year and sealed 
his devotion with his blood at the battle of 
Antietam.

the sentence deprived him, such resolution 
to take effect from the date of his dismissal

do justice to Porter, it -wae enacted. The bill 
then authorized the president, by and with 
the advice and counsel of the senate, to ap- 
point General Porter to the position of 
colonel in the army of the same grade and 
rank hekd by him at the timeof his dismissal, 
and authorizes the president in his discretion 
te place Porter on the retired list as of that 
grade, General Porter, however, to receive nu 
compeneation or allowance, prior to his ap- 
pointment under the act. Adjourned.

Standing close together at tuis time, and Far 
reil had taken the precaution to draw bis re- 
volverand ho'd it cocked in bis overcoat 
pocket. The desperady confidentiy ex pected 
that the officer would say be did nut wish to 
See him and ss speedily as possible beat a re- 
treat. Tbere are but few men who would net 
have done so. FarreiJ, notwithstanding he 
Was at the disadvantage of baving bis revo! 
Yer in bis coat pocket while that of the man 
Who would take his life on the instant he 
showed fight was cocked in his face, still 
thought he bad an even chance, and he acied 
prowpt'y. Siunkipg the pistol from his face, 
he drew bis own, and then one of the most 
terrific straggles ever Known to kill bis man 
Qnd save himself began. That Farrell was 
Very quick was shown by the fact that both 
Pistols were discharged at the same time. 

Wells's shot, just missing Farrell, took -effect 

in the door casing behind him. Farreil’s shot 
took effect in Wells’s lett breast, passing un- 
der the breast bone aud iodging in the right 
side. This wound did not in the least disavle 
Him al {vat tine, but he stepped back a step 
into the dining room, with Farrell following 
Close to him. Both fired agsin, each tryi: g 
fo avert the shotof tue etber. Farrell's shout

jay there Farrell seized Wells's revolver 
aod struggled for its possestion. knowing that 
* was death to the man who released his 

old. In the conflict on the floor they moved 
along until they came within reach of Far. 
rell’s pistol, which be immediately seized, 
but before he could fire Wells also seized hold 
of it with his left band, aud there they 
fought, Wells holding Farrell's pistol with 
his left and his own with hisright hand. In 
ths position they fought for the mastery un- 
til fron: sheer exhaustion they, still holding 
with a death-like grip, rested to catch breath 
and take any advantage which m ght offer, 
Occasionally they would surge and writhe 
and then remain quiet again. 

Not a word was spoken during all this time 
by either man. It was too serious a matter 
fur conversation. They were very evenly 
matched in strength, and it was apparent that 
an advantage must be secured by strategy. 
Wells prepared ‘to do this. He ruade a terri- 
bie effort, throwing himself the yull distance 
between their outstretched arms and landed 
his feet onthe breast of Farrell. This threw 
Farrell a little back and broke his hold on 
Wells’ pistol, but Weils still retained hold of 
Warreli’s' In this struggle Wells fired twice 
and struck Farrell a grazing shot over the 
right eye and another shot through the point 
of the right shonider. Farrell was kept so 
busy trying to knock off these shots that he 
had no chance to use hisown weapon. At this 
time Weiis had finally loosened the hold of 
Farrell from his revolver, retained his hold 
op Farrellsand had thrown Farrell partly 
off from him, both still being on the fioorand 
bleeding profusely Farrell saved himself 
only by bis great presence of mind. Twist- 
ing himself into position, and gauging the ef- 
fort accurately, he kicked Wells on the arm 
and knocked the revolver out of his band 
and beyong lis reach. Wells instantly re- 
leased his hold on Farrell's revolver, which 
he bad retained in his left hand, and drew a 
second pistol from his scabbard, but by this 
time Farrell was abie to get in ashot, which 
he did mast effec: ively. Just as Wells was 
about to fire Ferrel shot him in the wrist.

THE NEW ROAD LAVWV. 

The act of the legislature, approved Sep- 
tember 28, 1885, providing ‘or an additional 
gysiem of working the public roads, is cre- 
ating some confusion. The first section of 
ihe act provides that ‘‘the grand jurors of any 
county in this state desiring to adopt the sys- 
tem, provided for in this act, of working the 
public roads in their ceunties, shall, after a 
vote of two-thirds of one grand jury elect 
five commissioners of roads who sha}) 
serve for four years; their successors to be 
elected by the grandSury next preceding the 
expiration of their term of oflice, provided 
that in any county now having a board of 
commissioners of roads and revenues, said 
board, upon the recommendation af said 
grand jury, shall proceed to perform the du- 
ties hereinafter provided; provided further, 
thai after trying the system herein provided 
for at least two years, the said 
beard may, upon the recommendation 
of the grand jury of the county, abandon said 
syatem and return to the system of road laws 
heretoicre in force.’’ 

Section 14 of the same act declares ‘‘that 
nothing in this act shall be construed as re- 
pealing the laws now of force in this state for 
working public roads, but is hereby declared 
to be an additional system of working public 
roads in this state, and it shall be 
eplional with the county boards 
toadopt either mode of working the public 

roads of their respective counties.” 

With respect to the seeming conflict be- 
tween these two sections, the opinion of Judge 
James Kk. Brown has been asked by a number 
of citizens of Marietta. Judge Brown says he 
is inelined to think the intention of the act 
is to confer upon the board of commis- 
gioners a discretionary power to 
atlopt the new system upon a vote of two 
thirds of the grand jury in its favor, which 
is a condition precedent to the right of the 
board to adopt it, or to reject it and continue 
the old system, But Judge Brown thinks 
that after two-thirds of the grand jury of any 
ewounty has voted for the new law and the 
beard of commissioners, in the exercise of its 
@iscretion, has adopted it and put it in 
operation, then they cannot abandon itand 
return to the old law until it has remained 
in force for two years, and until a grand jury 
has yoted in favor of its abandonment. In 
apber words, it seems to require in, Judge 
Brown's opinion, a vote of two-thirds of the 
grand jurors in favorof the new system to 
enable the board inthe exercise of its discre- 
thon to adopt it; and after it is adopted in 
any county it requires a trial of the work- 
ings of the system for at least two years, and 
a vote of the grand jury to confer upon the 
commissioners the power to abolish it, which 
they may then door not, as they see proper.

T. DD, May, the Alleged Bigamist, Given Hie Freedom 
Until Saturday. 

T. D. May, the man charged with bigamy, was 
yesterday released upon atwo hundred and fifiy 
dollar bond, 

Since the arrival of Mr. Mossghan in Atlanta 
May has been in custody. Day before yesterday an 
etfort to compromise the case Was 
made, but yesterday morning the prop- 
osition fell through, and nothing remained 
for May, but a preliminary trial upon the warrant 
charging him with bigamy. ‘The trial was set for 
ten o'clock before Justice Butt, and at the ap- 
poiuted hour Mayand oue of his attorneys, Mr. 
Gay were present, but Mr. Mossman failed to put 
in an appearance.

Finiey and Mr. Gay were present, Mr. Finley 
stated to the court that he had not had 
time to mature his case, and asked for a 
continuance until Saturday morning. Mr. Moss- 
man offered no objection, and the case was con- 
tinued. Judge Butt was theu asked to fix a bond 
for May,and he did so. He assessed the bond at $250, 
and Mr. Robert A. Starnes and J. 8. Sheppard af- 
fixed their signatures, and May went fortha free 
man until Saturday, when the final struggle will 
come. 

Subsequent to the trial a CONSTITUTION reporter 
was approached by Mr. Mossman, who said:

The latest intelligence from Pocahontas is thatan 
exploring party entered the mine a short istange 
aud brought out six bodies in a frigatfully muti.

rescued alive. 

The mine in which tic disaster occurred ig 
known as the Flat Top mine, and is situated in the 
northeast portion of Tazewell county, at the base 
of the Flat Top mountains, which divide tha: Ler. 

The Com 
pany working the mince is now known as the South 
west Virginia improvement company, but the 
mine is really under the control of the Norfolk 
aud Western railroad company, who have a braneh 
road known as the New river division, running 
from New river to Pocahontas, about 60 miles Joba 
C. Ilsey, of Pennsylvania, is president of the im- 
provement company, and William a, Lothrop js 
superintendent of the mine which is com paratively 
new—having been in active operation but little 
over a year. From 500 to 600 hands were employed 
anda large quantity of coal was being taken out, 

BODIES HORRIBLY MUTILATED. 

A numberof bodies were discovered, horribly 
mangled, some of them with heads torn from their 
trunks ard others with limbs gone, presenting an 
appalling spectacle. The work of destruction wag 
not confined entire’y to the interior of the mines, 
but houses 200 or 300 feet removed from the mines 
were overturned and in several instances entirely 
demolished. A iarge ventilator of the Southwest. 
ern Improvement company, was blown to atoms, 
andthe mines cannot be entered until anotheris 
constructed for the purpose of freeing the atmos 
phere cf the suffoeating fumes. This work is now 
progressing speedily. A large force is engaged on 
the outside of the mines counstructing coffinsand 
p crfecting ctherarrangements for the interment of 
the dead miners, most of whom are foreigners. 

THE LATEST FROM THE WRECK. 

It is impossible to get a detailed eccount of the 
explosion at the Pocahontas mines, as everything 
there isin the utmost confusion. The telegraph 
operator has been on duty for two nights, and is 
unable to handie the buzines of the office, Prem 
ingjtelegrams forthe particulars receive no response, 
Another operator was sent there tonight, and 
there will be no more trouble, it is thought, in se 
curing a full account of the disaster early to-morow, 
A telegram received at nine o'clock to-night says 
the whole of the east mine wasshatiered by theex- 
plosion and everything in front of the main entrance 
is demolished. Both of the mine engines are 
safe, but most of the mine cars. 
were completely wrecked. The fire is now 
seen at the mouth of the mine, and no one can 
enter. The fan house and fan are a total wreck. 
As soon as repaired efforts will be made to go into 
the mine. Everything possible is being done to 
reach the victims. A party of experienced miner, 
under charge of Colonel George Dodds, from the 
coalfiela mines of Chesterfield county, passed 
through Lynehburg this evening, and 
will arrive at Pocahontas at twelve 
o’clock to-night. The men employed in the mines 
were mostly Huugaridcs without families, A 
number of negroes from this city and surrounding 
section were also employed there, and the excite 
ment here is consequeutly very great, What effect 
the, disaster willhave on the operations of the 
mines can only be conjectured uatil the follextent 
of the damage transpires. The mines have not 
been long opened, but the company 
had gotten well under way and 
was supplying a large section of country witheoal, 
and the prospect was most encouraging. A lame 
coaling station for the supply of the ocean séém- 
ers was being in the course of constructionts Not 
folk. While theaccident will have the effectof re

Macon, March 13.—It is undeniably true, 
that with here and there an exception, the 
bulk of the negro taxpayers of Macon have 
ceased to affiliate actively with the republi- 
can party. The property holders have lost 
all interest in politices,outside of local issues, 
and have drifted far away from the moorings 
of the officeholders. They refuse to have 
any further connection with the rings and 
cliques controlled by a few white men. The 
colored mén who have accumulated a home 
or other values by the sweat of honest toil 
are best contented, far removed from the at- 
mosphere of repubiican manipulators. In 
substantiation of the above state- 
ments we will cite the names of 
some of the wealthiest property holders 
among the negroes of this city—men who 
are popular and prominent with their race, 
and who in times past were influential politi- 
cal leaders, but now never attend republican 
meetings, and refuse to have anything to do 
with rings and cliques. Among the follow- 
ing names are individuals who are worth from 
$1,000 to $40,000 in property—names that are 
familiar to the white people and democrats 
of Macon: William Johnson, Ed Woodliff, 
Armstead Bryant, Primus Moor, Ben Jackson, 
John Brooks, Chemp Bryant, Reuben Gibson, 
Willis Braswell, Thomas Sellers, Griggs 
Smith, William Harris, Sandford Thomas, 
Barley Whitic, Arthur Henderson, James 
Tercrom, Mac Conner, Jordan Jl’arks, Nero 
Green, Phil Mallory, Gus Reed, Wm. Tilson, 
Jim Walker and hundreds of others we might 
niention.

W hen he turned to signal the engineer, B. A. 
Swint, to move op, no one was on the tender, 
and little dreaming of the terrible death 
their engine had accomplished, the engineer 
and fireman rode into the depot laughing and 
taiking pleasant'y. Soon after the engine 
reached the depot a colored woman, who 
wes walking up the track, was horritied at 
finding herself looking at a man’s head lying 
beside the track. The face was turned up, 
and the blood spatted about, told her thatthe 
head had not been long apart from the body 
to which it belonged. The spectacle was a 
most revolting one, and chained the solitary 
witness to the spot for fully thirty seconds, 
but when the charm was broken and her eyes 
left the trunkiess hesd, it was only to fall 
upon the headless trunk which lay a few 
yards away.

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AN ATTEMPT AT SUICIDE 


Colonc! W. E. Weymouth, of D-Katb Vounty, Sheots 
Himaeifile the Mouh. 

Yesterday afternoon about three o’clock 
Colonel W E, Weymouth, who resides about 
two miles from Decatur attem pied suicide by 
shooting himself. Colonel Weymouth had 
been in Decatur all day and had purchased a. 
small pistol with- which he shot himself in 
the mouth while on his way home. 

Captain KE, H. Guess and Mr. Pinnell met 
bim on &@ public road between Decatur sand 
W. J. Houston’s residence, walking, and go- 
ing towards his home. Colonel Weymouth 
told them he had shot himseif and that he 
would be dead in fifteen minutes, and asked 
them to deliver.a small box to the Lawversand 
Masons in Decatur. On the bottom. of the 
box was written ‘Lawyers and Masons, please 
take charge of my bocy.’? The box was one 
in which had been the pistol that he bought 
of M. CC. Haws in the morning. On 
front of box was prihfted Blue Jacket, 
a calibre, No. Lis long, round 
ba.rel, rubber stock, and marked $2.25. It 
contained six small. catridges and a_ pistol 
wiper. Ibe box was carried by Captain 
Guess to the courthouse and delivered to 
Judge Stewart, Colonel M A. Candler and 
others. Judg? Stewart, C Candler, 
Judge J. W. Kirkparrick and Dr. J. H Goss. 
started immediately to his relief. When 
they got to his home they found bim there. 
He walked to Colonel Houston's and wes 
carried from there in a buggy by W. J 
Houston, Jr. He was perfectly rational and 
said he intended to kill h mself: that he was 
tired of living, and was sorry he bad not ac 
complished bis o ject. He shot himse}f in 
the mouth, the ball‘going in the upper part 
of bis head, He wasstiil bleeding, but bis 
pulse were good and he may recover. He 
sta'ed that bis troubles were yreater than he 
could bear and that he desired to die. 

He moved to Decatur a few years ago from 
Maine, and has-borne a good character, Since 
then be has read law, and now has an oillice 
In Atlanta.
